The barrel showed evidence of fouling from firing, but this fouling 
did not appear to be of very recent origin. I fired a number of 
cartridges in the revolver for test purposes and it functioned correc- 
tly. 

The shotgun, BC/1, the ammunition, J8/2, JS/3 and the revolver 
COH/1 were all subject to the provisions of Section 1 of the Firearms 
Act, 1968. 

COH/3 was a fired .38" bullet. A microscopic comparison of marks 
produced on firing this bullet against those on test bullets fired in 
the revolver COH/1 showed detailed agreement. This meant that the 


bullet COH/3 had been fired from the revolver COH/1.
